Prospective thought** on thin 
subject are very nnpleaaant. \V*e mnst 
unite iu prayer uud faith that a general 
war of the white race against the yel- 
low raee he avoided.

For niue centuries, says the Loudon 
Daily Express, Fekiu hub hi l-h uu Im- 
perial eity. 

In US'i» under the title of Nanking, 
or "Southern Capital," ii wan made rlu> 
headquarters of the invading Khlten 
Tartars. 

A century Inter it was re-captured by 
the Chinese, who reduced it to An ordin- 
ary LH-uviucinl city and rcchristcncd it 
Yeuuhanfu. 

In llul Tnrtnr hordw, r>f the Kin 
tribe, took posricnsion of the eity, elevat- 
ed it once more to the rank of a met- 
ropolis, built a royal residence within 
it,- aud called it Chuugtu, or "Central 
Capitol," 

Seventy yearn afterwards the Kin 
Tartars were driven out by Jeughi& 
Khan, who followed the example of the 
Chinese in 1080, and reduced it to u 
more town. 

Following Jcnghiz, In 1280, came the 
great Knhlu Khun, who rebuilt the city, 
<nlied it Ycnking, cr "Great Capital," 
mid held IiIk court there in great mag- 
iitncencc. 

It remained an Imperinl eity uuder 
thin title and under the Chinese names 
of Tatu nnrt Khunbalik until 13(JS, when 
u Chinese succeeded the Tartar dynabty, 
and the modern city of Nankin, on the 
Ynngtscliiang, became the capital. 

In 1403, however, Yung Lu transferred 
hia court to the old City of the Khans, 
mid reohri^tentd it Pekin, or "Northern 
Capital," and the capital of China it 
linn rem nil ied ever Binee. 

The modern city consists of the "Nui 
Ch'ing," ot inner city, and the "Wai 
Ch'ing," or outer eity, of which the 



about a million and a half* but these 
figures have been greatly swelled during 
the last few months. There are prob- 
ably uot less than two million people 
in the eity at the present time, of whom 
the "foreigners" number a thousand all 
told. 

North of the Imperial city is the fum- 
oub Bell Tower, on whose great, deep- 
toned bell, east five hundred years ago 
by the Emperor Yung Lo, and 

Weighing 120,000 Pounds, 

the changes of the night watches are 
Hi ruck. 

Hard by is the Drum Tower, in which 
incense sticks, prepared by the Chinese 
Imperial astronomers, are ket>t hurninp. 
mid gigantic water-eloeks kept turning 
to mark the pas-sage of time. 

In the Chinese City the most promin- 
ent object is the Temple of Heaven, 
where every year the reigning ruler of- 
fers sacrifice on an open altar of while 
marble, having n hase two hundred and 
ten feet wide, and an upper pjrface 
ninety feet hroad, on which are ranged 
nine concentric circles, on the centre 
one of which the Emperor stands to offor 
tip hia sacrifice. 

Just above and to the leftward of the 
Purple City is the palace where the 
Emperor Kwang Hsu has been held 
prisoner by the Empress dowager since 
the coup d'etat of 1808. When, on June 
ID last, offered by Lhe usurper, l'rince 
Tunn, his couein t the choice between 
prison or the swerd, he is believed to

Tho City Walls are Thirty BJJles In Circum- 
foronce, 

vary from 30 to GO feet In height, and 
from 1G to 40 £ct;L in breadth at the top, 
and encloRo an aren of 25 squnre miles. 

The Imperinl IJtty, or "Hwang CiTing" 
is enclosed within the walls of the Tar- 
tar City and within this ngain \a the 
Purple Forbidden City, in which atnuds 
Lhe Imperinl palace. 

Entrance to Pekiti w gullied by means 
of sixteen gates, each of which Is sur- 
mounted by a gnlleried tower, ao con- 
structed an to enable the city guards 
witbin it to direct their fire upou any 
point. 

The Foreign legations, where one of 
the inont appnlling trngedles since thnt 
of Cnwnpore is nrnv being played out— 
perhaps Iw already concluded— are sit- 
untcd In the right hand lower half of 
the Tartar Oity, lhe British Legutlon 
being Immediately to the right of the 
great centre irate, leading from the 
Chinese through tbe Tnrtnr to tho Im- 
perial City.

Both the Chinese and the Tartar 
Cities are inexpressibly dirty* full of 
ill-Bmelliug dust in the dry weather and 
almost knee-deep in mud In the rainy 
rwiKiin, which liar jiuit begun. 

The Chinese, to a man, are rabidly 
iinti-far&lgn at the best of times ; to- 
day they are a seething mob of fanatics 
crying for the blood of the "foreign 
devils" from every corner of the eity, 

Modern Chinese History. 

The pages of modern Ciilncsc history, 
nays a writer in tbe London Daily Mail, 
are stained with hJood— the blood of 
helpless and defenceless men aud wo- 
men. Since the days when Europeans 
first went to tho far ISast, hut espec- 
ially duriug the past forty years, there 
bus been a constant mireesuiuii of brutal 
murders— murders usually brought about 
solely by the passionate hatred of the 
yellow mau for tho white. 

One of lhe moat characteristic of these 
was the Kuchang masuacrc, on August 
1st, 181)5. The Church Missionary So- 
ciety has a very successful enterprise 
lu that city. There were many couverts. 



and went out on the hills to gnther 
flowers. Heariag horns and drums, 
they went to look at the procession. One 
Chinaman seized the eldest girl hy the 
hair and heat her. She tore herself 
from him and made for home, to find 
the house occupied hy the mob. She 
caught a glimpse of her father making 
for her mother's room, and then no 
more was seen of either of them. See- 
ing the house burning, she got her IttUe 
brothers and sisters and dragged them 
off. The ha by she pulled from uuder 
the body of Its dead nurse. Her two 
brother* and her littTo nisler were all 
wounded- 

An American missionary, hearing the 
riot, rushed up* to help, but he wuu too 
late. In the brief time nine had been 
murdered, aud two of the children soon 
died. The story of the death of these 
hrnve girls, one of whom, Miss Mar- 
shall, was the daughter of a Black- 
heath vicar, went with a thrill of hor- 
ror through the land. 



Why were they murdered ? A pro- 
clamation had been issued among the 
people as follows : 

"Notice is hereby given that at the 
present Lime 'foreign harbariaus* are 
hiring evil characters to kidnau small 
children, that they may extract oil 
from them for use. I have a female 
servant, named Li, who has personally 
seen this done. I exhort you, good peo- 
ple, not to allow your children to gu 
out. I hope you will act in accordance 
with this," 

And the mob did act on It. 

The Tien Tsln Massacre of 1870. 

On June 21, 1870, came the infnmum- 
Ticti Tshi musHiierc. The French 
Catholic missiouarlcs and Sisters of 
Mercy had established a mission in 
Tieu Twin, and one of their ngeuek'a 
was an orphans' home. A report got 
about among the uu Li vets that the Sisters 
were killing the children to use their 
hearts and eyes In the manufacture of 
»ome medical speeinc much sought after 
in Europe, 

Everyone saw that a BLorm was com- 
ing', and the French Consul was urged 
to take such stepu as would show the 
slander to bo false. But the Cumul 
thought such a request *as a slur on 
his dignity, and refused to listen to it. 
The Consul paid for his dignity with his 
life. No one fully knows what hap- 
pened, for every European on the spot 
was done to death. The defenceless 
Sisters were butchered after nnmclesn 
barbarities, and the French cathedral 
and orphanage were set on fire. Twenty 
foreigners, including A Russian and his 
young hride, who were mistaken for 
French, were slain. 

For a moment it seemed that a gener- 
al uprising, such as that of the present 
hour, must follow. But in the end the 
Chinese authorities subdued the uprising, 
and executed a score ot rioters. It wns 
believed thai the men executed were 
purciinsed victims,, and that the real 
criminals escaped.

What & SolUe^ShonlQ Know 

Obodleaee nn Essential Principle. 

Obedience is an essential principle of 
all governments, human or Divine. 
Without it there would he confusion 
even In Heaven ; much more so must 
its ahienco lead to disorder aud every 
evil work on earth. 

Without obedience, government is an 
Impossibility. Every soldier must 
therefore render cheerful nnd willing 
obedience to the commands of his super- 
ior officers. Of course, this is supplying 
that such rommnnds nre always in ac- 
cordance with truth and righteousness ; 
but if they arc so, then he must seek tt, 
carry them through without a question. 

A Duty to God and Han. 

Obedience supposes that the s;>ldier 
relic? on the wisdom and gtioriucsr i;f 
his ofilcer-, believing that they have the 
Spirit of God, nnd will only command 
him to do thnt whicli is right. 

He should see thnt the carrying out 
of this ' principle of obedience is » duty 
be owes alike to God and men : ihnt 
the Bihle requires thnt he should obey 
those that arc over him in the Lord, 
nnd thnt it is impossible for anything 
very extensive or impressive to be dune 
towards saving souls without it. 

Armies Only Victorious Through It. 

He should understand that the practice 
of this obedience Is nt the very founda- 
tion ot nil the fighting power in the 
Army. If soldiers persuade themselves 
that they can refuse to ohcy orders at 
will heenusc they do not like them, lie 
ennse they think that they nre not to 
their porsonnl advantage, profit, or 
honor, or for any other renson whatever, 
no one can bo sure of getting anything 
done nt nil, much less with that quick, 
rapid, and prompt action vrhich Kcrur»$ ■ 
victory. 

Essential to the Pence or Bind. 

He will pec thnt the ncecptonic "( 
this principle of ohedience and n cheer- 
ful romplinnrc villi it nre pa=enli:il In 
true peace of mind. It a soldier is 
always arguing as to whether he oiu-'lit 
le do this or to do the other— to go here 
(it to stay there— he will always lie 
more or less miserable ; whereas it lie 
commits his leaders to God, nnd trusts 
the Holy Spirit 1o guide them, he Ims 
nothing to do hut to obey. 

The soldier will also feel that 
obedience Is a menus ot grace and 
growth, helping to make ctronp nnd 
useful men and women, and tilling 
them for positions of usefulness. Th'^e 
who have never learni to "bey "f" " ,l1 
fit to commnnd. 

Prompt nnd constant Obedience. 

The obedience of the soldier should 
be prompt : thnt is, it must lie given at 
the moment. The enrrying out of or- 
ders immediately en their being issuer! 
is important. Delays in Ihe fulfilnicni 
of commands, if not nlwaye dangerous, 
will often make the ohedienre useless 
when it docs come. 

The ohedience ot the soldier sliciild 
be constant. It must be rendered 
whether the order is pIcaRant or other- 
wise— agrecnhlc or not— to flesh and 
blood. The soldier whn only obeys such 
orders an he chooses cannot be said 
to obey at all. The uniform compli- 
ance with all Instructions is the very 
essence of that obedience which lies :U 
the root of all good government.
